When we read his “ Aphoristic Essays,” replete as they are 
with a wisdom which, vew aud wondrous in his time, has never yet become 
obselete—finding, as we do continually, that men of our day trade and 
thrive, and make a show, and win a repute, upon « capital of wisdom 
which in reality consists of gold grains gathered from the mine of Bacon's 
Conceptions, and beat out into thelr dum Jemina—finding this, I say, one 
does not willingly think that any meanness, much less the debasing love 
of “ filthy lucre,”” could have lodged in that fine and clear intellect, that 

, capacious undersiauding. True! Bacon stands convicted at tre 
bar of public judgment, upon an undefended charge, of sordid corruption, 
and yet one tithe of the investigating care which is now-a-days co freely 
wasted in mawkish merey upon many a case of glowing criminality, 
might, if applied to Bacon's case, very probably have long since, we will 
not say extenuated the offence, but reversed the verdict. 

The anecdote is well known, that as Bacon passed, in the course of bis 
harassing and degrading trial, through the ranks of bis household stand- 
ing ranged in the halls of his official residence at court, he bowed in bit- 
terness to this show of respect from his official staff, and eaid briefly and 
pointedly, “Sit still, my masters, your rise bath been my fall”—being 
obviously understood to mean that be bad found himself powerless to con- 
trol or order his official “ family” as he ought, and that in the transac- 
tions of which he was reaping the loss and , their corruption bad 
“ mastered” his powers of observation or of right rule. The force of his 





excuse will be lost on those who insist on weighing the usages of Bacon's

Readers of newspapers, during the year that has just gone by, could 
searcely fail to have been struck, if not alarmed, by many remarkable 
revelations made in the course of those very curious trials for poisoning 
that attracted so much of the public notice. To some of these, of consi- 
derable importance to the public safety, we directed attention in the 
cross-examination of the “ Doctor in the Witness Box,” we instituted at 
the beginning of the period, and there is another phase of the subject 
which we are desirous of examining in the light that has since been thrown 
apon it. There can, perhaps, be little doubt of Palmer’s guilt remaining 
in the mind of a candid examiner of the history of his career; but we 
imagine there can be none at all that his conviction was based upon a 
chain of circumstantial evidence ; and was arrived at almost if not alto- 
gether irrespective of the medical testimony. That. however, so far as it 
went, was of ominous import, tending as it did to show that very great 
and previously unexpected facilities commonly assist the poisoner, not 
merely in the perpetration of his crime but in its subsequent coneeal- 
ment. It was Palmer’s accidental recklessness in procuring poison that

ries, medical condiments, pills, powders, | ges, oils, unguents, or plas- 
ters ; and none of these things was any one allowed to do or deal in who 
was not free of the mystery. Freedom was attainable only by service of 
apprenticeship for seven years, and by the candidate subsequently pre- 
senting himself before the master and wardens to be examined and 
approved, (in presence of the President of the College of Physicians or 
his deputy, if willing to attend,) as to his knowl and choice of 
simples, and as to the preparation, dispensing, application, mixture, and 
composition of medicines. Unauthorised practice in the craft was for- 
bidden under a penalty of £5 month. By this charier the officers of 
the company were specially impowered to enter apothecaries’ shops, to 
examine the medicines and medicaments the might find there, and to 
eg A as they should find false, illegal, adulterated, or otherwise 
unfit, before the doors of the offenders, and to punish them by fines. 

Coincidently with his incorporation of the new company of Pharmaco- 
polites, King James confirmed to the College of Physicians their power of 
searching for and destroying bad medicines, wherever they might be 
foand within the precinct of Londoa. He also authorised the officers of 
the College to summon before them all persons, whether apothecaries or 
not, engaged in the manufacture or sale of waters, oils, or medici of 
ony kind, to ine such p upon oath concerning the receipts and 
composition of their wares, and to impose a ay of twenty shillings 
for It of appearance to their summons. These powers were further 
confirmed by Charles II., whose charter increased the penalty for resist- 
ance to the College authority, and granted the additional power of pun- 
ishing any apothecary, who should deliver or compound any medicines 
not agreeable with the prescript or direction delivered to him, by a fine 
not exceeding £3. Half a century later, a temporary act was passed in 
which the statutes of Henry the Eighth and Mary were recited and 
declared to be insufficient, and it was enacted that the censors of the 
College of Physicians, with or without the assistance of the wardens of 
the Apothecaries’ Company, might search for and detect any defective, 
corrupt, or decayed medicines, except drugs in the houses or warehouses 
of merchants, importers, or druggists not making or keeping medicines 
for sale. This act was allowed to expire at the end of three years. 

The care for the health and safety of the citizens evinced in this con- 
tinued legislation by so many sovereigns and parliaments, is remarkable 
when contrasted with the present state of de law of England in thir 
branch, at variance as it has been pronounced to be with the customs of 
other civilized nations. It was, nevertheless, insufficient in so far as it 
almost exclusively applied to the metropolis. And it was rendered null 
and void by a decision of the House of Lords, delivered in the beginning 
of the eighteenth century, by which three solemn judgments of the Court 
of Queen’s Bench were reversed, and a new construction placed upon 
what was previously, no doubt, the law of the land ; as it was, to a con- 
siderable extent, the dictate of common sense and prudence. The issue,

In England, the a cary, toa large 
extent, superseded the physician in ordinary medi ractice ; but there 
ed up, at an equal rate of progress, beside him, a formidable rival in 
bis own peculiar trade. The opening of chemists’ and druggists’ shops 
in London, by persons unlicensed by the Apothecaries’ Company, was at 
first altogether illegal, and, until very recently, has been rather tolerated 
than legalized. It waa, however, a necessity growing out of the public 
want occasioned by the abandonment, by the apotheoarice, of their proper 
business of making up and compounding medicines, and it was, of course, 
impossible for these to maintain their legal privileges after they had 
ceased to perform the conditions under which they received them. Even 
though the English public encouraged the apothecary to leave his shop 
and assume the functions of a medical practitioner, they did not choose 
to do without some substitute for him in his own department, and the 
want being once felt, it was soon supplied in the ordinary course of trade. 
But the branch of trade thus created grew up in its illegality totally free 
from all peculiar legal restrictions. The chemist and druggist was under 
no more control than the n-grocer. He was free to = shop, and to 
compound medical prescriptions, and to sell poisons to all who chose to 
deal with him, without being himself necessarily possessed of the slight- 
est knowledge of drugs, medicines, or poisons, and in that condition of 
licentious freedom he is still suffered to remain. 

We have already referred to a very recent case, in which it appeared 
that the business of dispensing medicines and trafficking by retail in poi- 
sons was carried on, within the last few months, London by a dranken 
young womaa, acting as the deputy ofher drunken husband. When that 
poor wreteh quaffed her draught of laudanum from the bottle out of 
which she was wont to help the customers, very possibly the man was out 
ou his round of practising phys'c—for the chemist is treading on the heels 
of the apothecary, as he galled the kibes of the physician. Looking ca- 
sually over a file of newspapers, two or three months’ old, we have this 
t lit upon two cases occurring within a fortnight of each other, in 
which coroners’ juries found that death was occasioned by poison dis- 
pensed in ignorance by chemists’ servants, and in which the jurors ex- 
pressed their “ disapprobation of allowing young persons in the employ 
of druggists to dispense medicine until they are properly qualified by ex- 
perience to do eo." The chemists, however, are ten-pound householders 
in the boroughs, and their name is legion. Who is the man bold enough 
to lay hands upon them? They were, in fact, formally secured in their 
immunities of dealing in poisons and practising upon the lives of the 
lieges, by compounding and dispensing drugs and medicines, mene | 
or ignorantly, by their own hands or by those of drunken women or illi- 
terate boys, by their express exception from the operation of the Apothe- 
caries’ Act of 1815. This statute, by a curious infelicity of construction, 
marred every useful design of its promoters, and contirmed every evil 
— they may be supposed to have desired, in the public inteest, to 
abate. 

Under its anomalous provisions, the proper business of the apothecary 
was freed from every restriction, and given up to the new class of che- 
mists and druggists unencumbered by any of those securities, for the 
knowl and competency of those who might practice it, with which the 
public y had been guarded by the wisdom of former legislators. The 
etymological and legal signification of the word apothecary was changed. 
The municipal guild of the London Apothecaries Mae co was erected 
into a petty College of Physicians, while it was suffered to hold the posi- 
tion of a trading firm under circumstances that countenanced grave sus- 
picions of a commercial mondpoly.t The proper authorities of town and 
country— whose ees it was to keep shops and to compound 
medicines—were emancipated from the control of the Company, while 
its new alumni, the petty physicians of the kingdom, were subject to ri- 
gorous control, and bound in obligations which their occupations abso- 
lutely prevented them from discharging. The shops of these apotheca- 
ries of the new nomenclature were to be subject to search and inspection, 
and were themselves rendered liable to heavy penalties if they com- 

wrongly, or refused to compound, the ptions of physi- 
cians ; but they were encouraged by their education, and the a. 
granted to them, to desert their shops and to assume a position w 
made it impossible for them to discharge their indoor duties. Under this 
statute, and the judge-made law that it evoked, it became lawful for any 
man in the community to prescribe medicines, and any man in the com- 
munity to compound medicines ; but, at the same time, it became highly 
illegal for any one man to do both for one and the same customer unless 
he was licensed by the newly-empowered Company. 

The most eminent physician or surgeoa in England might be fined £20 
if he were to make up and administer an opiate pill to a patient sinking 
in cholera ; while a boy of twelve years’ old, barely acquainted with the 
English alphabet, might, with perfect impunity and legality, compound 
and sell to murderer or suicide a draught of prussic acid or strychnine, 
potent enough to poison Mithridates. In short, a more absurd jamble of 

free-trade and protection run-mad was, perhaps, never put upon 
statute-book than this unhappy act. It was, nevertheless, by no 
means inoperative: the effects of its working, during forty years, have 
been to fix the name of apothecary and the habits of tradesmen upon the 
mass of the medical practiti of England ; and to establish that 
thorough free-trade in poison which has been of late so fertile in crimes 
and accidents, and which distinguishes English customs from those of all 
other civilized nations. This result is now geuerally recognized, 
although, ps, but few have traced its causes to their source, and thus 
qualified ¢ ves to discuss the question every day proposed, “ What 
is to be done with the poison trade!” We know an answer to that ques 
tion in the shape of a history—philosophy — by example—and 
with the charitable design of doing good to our English neighbours, and 
preventing the doing mischief here at home, we shal! endeavour very 
briefly to narrate it. 

At the time when the bellum cvile, commencing in the war of 
the apothecary Rose with the College of Physicians, and in 
now existing state of chronic anarchy, raged in the sister kin, mat- 
ters stood in this department pretty much in the same state in Ireland.

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Thus, a century ago in Ireland, the drag and poison trade was in very 
much the same state in which it now is in England, where it needs (to use 
the words of the Times, writing in October last) to be “raised to the level 
of other honourable callings, which imply a little extra proficiency and 
sense of responsibility on the part of their practitioners.” Many att>mpts 
were made by the physicians to obtain legislative remedies for these 
abuses ; but then, as now, all restrictions were naturally opposed by the 
free-traders in. poison, who fought for their craft with so much energy, 
that the dignity of the Parliament House in full session, could not pro- 
tect Lucas from their vilent rage and merciless insults, not only in the 
offices adjoining, but even at the Bar of the House of Peers.

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MY NIGHT IN THE HOUSE. 

A man with a wife and eleven children farming some of his own land, 
with a little house-property to look after, besides being guardian of the 
oe. parish vestryman, and perpetual chairman of the Anti-county-rate 

ovement, has quite enough on his hands to keep him at home. But 
my country—or rather my county—called me, and with the spirit of 
an old Roman, I resigned myself to my duty. 

It happened in this wise. The supply + 5 to our town had been 
for many years a disgraceful monopoly in hands of the old com- 
pany, as it was called. Last year some patriotic citizens, of whom, 
without vanity, I may say 1 was one, projected a new association for 
the pape of providing Trixbridge with the means of illumination. 
Everything was done properly and in order. We issued prospectuses, 
held board meetings, allotted shares, and presented a bill to parliament 
for the “Grand Trixbridge Gas, Coke, and Railway Company.” Of 
course, our bill was opposed tooth and nail by the old monopolising 
company. When the time came for parliament to decide upon the 
controversy, I was invited to bear testimony on oar side of the ques- 
tion. As the new company intended to buy some of my land, and 
rent some of my houses for their works, [ was naturally well qualified to 
speak of the excellence of their plans and the indescribable advanta: 
which the bill would confer upon Trixbridge. There was another point. 
Mr. Aspinall, the buff member for our borough, was suspected of favour 
ing the old company. Now when he came down for his election, the ho- 
nourable member—he was really an honourable—and myself were on the 
most friendly terms. So attached, indeed, had he shewn himself to me, 
and so domestically delighted with the society of Mrs. Burtonshaw and 
our family altogether, that I had not only voted for him myself, bat 
had contrived to secure him the votes of two sons, three nephews, one 
brother-in-law, and half-a-dozen electors with whom I happened to be 

d in busi Our board, therefore, thought that if I were on 
the —_ and put the matter in a proper light to the honourable member, 
he might be induced to help us forward with our bill. 

Thus it was that, after much solicitation, for the good of my country, I 
came up to Loudon. There I stayed some weeks, passing much time in 
the committee-room of the {House of Commons, but also not omitting to 
visit every place which was mentioned to me as worth seeing in or near 
the metropolis. My various adventures upon these tours of inspection 
are far too numerous to be here related. On the whole, I found the time 
pass pleasantly, even though away from my home and Mrs. Burton- 
shaw. Everybody was exceedingly polite. My accommodations were 
excellent, and, what I had not expected, the eatables and drinkables sup- 
plied by the London hotel-keepers, really not amiss. About their cost, I 
am not able to speak, as the company paid the bill ; but I never heard of 
any complaint ou that score. 

As for the other bill, the expectations of the board were completel 
realised. The Honourable Mr. Aspinall, after a little conversation wi 
me, shewed himself really enthusiastic on behalf of our project. “ The 
Grand Trixbridge Gas, Coke, & Railway Compeny was,” he said, “a 
magnificent example of the benefits resulting from the great principle of 
association, and the whole scheme justified the character of England as 
the greatest commercial country in the world.” His admiration went 
further than mere words. He helped us famously with our bill in the 
committee, and made a fine s about us in the House upon the “ se- 
cond reading,” of which I was sorry to find next day that the stupid chat- 
ter going on in the House all the time prevented the reporters from heur- 
ing a single word.

Trixbridge Gas, Coke, & Railway Company's Bill—-finally passed the 
House of Commons. Our excellent member had got me a seatin the 
Speaker's Gallery ; he came and sat beside me there, and pointed out the 
celebrities of the House. I saw the premier, Lord John, Mr. Dizzy, and 
other people, ministerial and oppositional, whose names I already knew. 
Besides these, 1 was lucky enough to see Lord Octavius Fitzhugh, our 
county representative, and his colleague, Mr. Wire Cartridge, whose pre- 
sence on this occasion was the more important, seeing that they so rarely 
attend the House. For half an hour and more I sat still, trying to hear 
what was said amidst the gabble going on upoa all sides, and the noiee 
made by members coming, going, and circulating like ants in a hillock, 
though not quite so silently, and possibly without doing so mach work.

THE MONROR DOCTRINE. 
To the Biitor of the © Edinburgh Reoiew.”’ 

Sir,—In the October number (1856) of your Review, there appears, in 
page 590, the following passage ;—Mr. Buchanan “ is ove of the strenuous 
supporters of the famous Monroe doctrine, which, having been originally 
suggested by Mr, Canning, asa bulwark agalmst the Interference of the 
Holy Alliance in American affuirs, has been converted into a menace 
agains all the powers, whose territories fringe the states of the Ameri- 
oan Union.” 

Now, so far from its belug true, that this doctrine was originally sug- 
gested by Mr, Canning, he twice publicly entered his protest against it, 
ist. In Parliament, at the opening of the session of 1824, when President 
Monroe's message, in which it was firet propounded, was much eulogised 
by Mr, Brougham: Mr. Canning thought it necessary to declare, that he 
was firmly of opinion, with the President of the United States, that no 
foreign state had a right to interfere between the motier-country and the 
colonies : but he was as strongly of opinion, that the mother-country had

Returning for a brief space to our own domestic concerns, we notice 
that the government has very nearly taken the wind out of the Oppo- 
sition sails, by mitigating the obaaxious Lncome Tax. It is reduced from 
sixteen pence to seven pence in the poand on incomes of £150, and to 
five pence on those that range between that sum and £100. A sacrifice of 
twelve millions sterling is here made ; bat there will be a corresponding re- 
duction of expenditure, and oa the whole the flaancial statement is satis 
factory. This determinatica dashes considerably the hopes of the Derby- 
Disractites, who are met on all points by a readiness and tact on the part 
of the Prime Minister, not often equalled in Parliamentary management. 
The weakest point in the ministerial armour is found in the person of 
Lord Craaworth, the Chancellor, whose thorough iacompetency is severely 
lashed by the press, and logically exposed by his legal compeers in Par- 
liament. But Lord Cranworth is not a man of sufficient importance to 
shipwreck a Cabinet. He will probably fall into bad health, and be sent 
out of the way.—Sir Robert Peel, the eccentric Baronet, has made a sort 
of apology for his impertinent Lectare, of which we have already said 
enough. With bis habitual nonchalance and effrontery, he attributed his 
indiscreet language to the effects of a “ jollification ; and the House 
was content to laugh over his escapade, What he said is not worth re- 
porting ; but that Sir Robert is still a Lord of the Admiralty, proves 
that Lord Palmerston is indifferent to the repatation of his motley crew, 
or that be is less secure of his majorities than he affects to be.—Mr. James 
Sadlier, M.P., a swindling defaulter, has been expelled, by vote, from the 
House.

The Inauguration of Mr. Buchanan. 

On Wednesday, the 4th inst., the Hon. James Buchanan was duly in- 
stalled as President of the United States, for a period of four years 
commencing on that day. The ceremonies were of the accustomed kind, 
but carried ont on a larger scale than usual, and attended by a vaster 
throng of gazers and shouters, in accordance with a growing taste for 
spectacles, procession, and fétes.—The only innovation of moment, in the 
cavalcade that accompanied the President Elect from his hotel to the 
Capitol and thence to the White House, may have been intended as a re- 
cognition of the Rights of Woman. It wasin the shape of a “Lady,” 
persouating the Goddess of Liberty, mounted on a raised platform upon 
wheels, and dragged by half-a-dozen horses. We do not know whether 
this novel idea was intended as a sorry joke upon Mr. Buchanan’s bache- 
lordom, or as a grave reminiscence of those shameless days in Paris when 
the Goddess of Reason was the idol of popular homage. In either case the 
novelty was in bad taste.—Otherwise, there is nothing on which we care to 
dwell.

Nothing further is Known aa to the probable fate of the DallasClarea-

Corruption and Patriotism; their Rewards. 

Well may any uaique proceedings in Congress attract the attention of 
those who have faith in representative government, We devote a para- 
graph, therefore to the singular termination of a late attempt to parge 
the Lower House at Washington.

in the shape of compliment. In his case the verdict was after the Scot- 
tish manner—“ not proven "—a very expressive and useful mode of 
branding those who escape their deserts. That the august Assembly was 
very lenient in respect to two, out of the three accused persons who va- 
cated their seats, was obvious enough. Their course was perhaps not 
very dignified ; but it mainly claims notice when contrasted with the 
treatment experienced by Mr. Matteson, and from subsequent wholesale 
proceedings. In dealing with this individual, who had also announced 
his resignation, the House exhibited a curious discretion in a parting 
kick administered. It resolved, by a vote of 145 against 17, that the ac- 
cased was guilty of corruption ; and farther, by 99 against 75, that he was 
unworthy of a seat—not because he had dabbled in bribes—but because 
he had defamed the character of the House, in stating that a large num- 
ber of members were in league to extort black-mail. One might have 
presumed that the original sin would bave entailed the denunciation ; 
but not so. When it came in the third place to a vote upon the offender's 
expulsion, the House had exhausted its indignation, and Mr. Matteson 
was suffered to make his exit of his own free will, the Resolution to 
expel him being incontinently laid on the table. 

This caprice—to call it by a mild term—was followed on the following 
day by proceedings no less remarkable. The corruption agents being 
disposed of, the House took into consideration a Bill framed expressly 
to counteract the iniquitous “ lobbying system,” which is the acknow- 
ledged bane of legislation. Whether a sense of propriety, or a fear of 
Popalar malediction, moved the legislators, it were hard to say ; but in 
the first instance they passed the Bill as reported from the Commitiee, by 
& vote of 104 against 83. Thereupon, however, and immediately there- 
upon, grew up a sober second thought, to trace the origin of which would 
be too ‘ifficult and too delicate a task for a mere outsider.

For two ré/es more essentially different than 
these of Lucia and Amina, it would be difficult to select from the répertoire of the 
modera Opera. 

We, ourselves, comewhat doubted her capacity of representing with sufficient 
naturalness and grace the simple and pathetic character of the village heroine. 

But as before, our doubts bow down to do the fuller homage to Madame 
de Wilhorst's triumph. She makes decidedly the most attractive Amina whom 
we have seen apon our stage within the last two years. Her exeoution of the 
music was astonishing, at once for its ease, its fidelity and its freedom from tricks 
and supertivous ornamentation. She seems to have conceived the spirit of Bel- 
lini, with the most delicate and artistic exactness ; and she exhibits a facility in 
floating over from the habits of one school of vocalization to the requisitions of 
another, which if not abused angurs admirably for the variety and wealth of de- 
velopement after which she may aspire. 

We are on the whole, less pleased with the quality of Madame de Wilhorst’s 
voice than we hoped at first we should eventually be; and we are even begin- 
ning to suspect that the difficulties to which we alluded on her first appearance, 
as indicative of extreme youth and of the musical habits of the pensionaire, are 
after all radical in the timbre of the voice itself. But it is not essential to very 
great and very deserved snecess on the lyric stage, that the quality of an 
otherwise fine flexible and well-disciplined voice should be thoroughly and in- 
trinsically pleasing. Of this the history of Madame Castellan is a most notable 
example. 

The dramatic merit of Mafame Wilhorst’s Amina was incontestable. She 
acted with singular spirit, sentiment and even sweetness, represeniing the de- 
spair of a misjudged and slandered but most innocent and loving girl with a 
truth to nature and a freedom from affectation that were really touching. The 
lady who can achieve such excellence as Madame de Wilhorst bas already 
reached, in two such parts as those of Lucia and Amina, at the outset of her ca- 
reer, has everything to hope for, and also much to fear. Her quickness and 
adaptability will be her chief dangers, and we must earnestly renew our advice 
to her that sbe should not extend the circle of her enterprises any more widely 
than is required by a proper regard for the interests of the manager under whose 
anspices she has been so fortunately brought forward. That manager himself de- 
serves a distinct acknowledgment of his continued good taste and felicity. His 
second season, though interrupted by the most unprovoked, unpropitious and 
preposterous snow storms that ever came down to disconcert the arrangements 
of mankind, bas thus far prospered very respectably. How much good the af- 
fairs of the Academy may have taken from the Opera Fund Ball, we do not pre- 
tend to know ; but it seems that the persons concerned in that festivity, were 
safficiently well satisfied with its success to adventure upon a repetition of it, 
anc we are promised by them that the Easter holidays shall be opened with a 
fete still more elegant and entertaining than the first. May it be prolific of 
pleasure and of profit, and prolong indefinitely into the Spring the satisfactions 
of the Lnstitetion it is intended to encourage!

Virtas anp Corraces. By Calvert Vauz. Now York. Harpers.—The 
author of this book was a partner of the lamented Downing, and has— 
probably in consequence of that fact—given much of his professional at- 
tention to designs for country houses. A large number of these are here 
laid before the public, io a series of plans and perspective views and bits 
of architectural detail, which have the merit of being most daintily en- 
graved on wood, irrespective of their more direct claims for approval.
